The foregoing statement constitutes a full Return to the Order of the Honourable House, only in so far as it regards 
the article of Corn ; and to that extent alone it is founded on Official Documents. The record of the importations of other 
articles of Irish produce has, of necessity, been discontinued since the year 1825, when the trade between Great Britain 
and Ireland was placed under coasting regulations. 

In respect, however, to the supplies of cattle from Ireland, periodical accounts of the shipments from each of the Irish 
ports, not resting upon any official authority, but compiled from printed mercantile reports, shipping lists, Ac., have been 
transmitted to this office since the 5th September 1845. The information furnished by such accounts is embodied in the 
present statement.
